The last Council meeting of the Altona Shire took 
place on Monday night. When Councillors next meet 
they will constitute the City of Altona Council. 


The occasion of the [ast meeting was fit- 
tingly recognised by the presence of the Hon. 


A. W. Knight, M.L.C., 
ex-councillors and their 
councillors, wife of the 


.Mr. L. Floyd, M.L.A:,: 


wives, wives of present 
Shire Secretary and re- 


latives of deceased councillors. 


In extending a welcome to 
the guests the Shire Presi- 
dent, Cr. W. L. J. Crofts, 
said he was proud to see 
present on this historic oc- 
casion men who had been 
Altona riding councillors of 
the Werribee Shire and also 
councillors of the Altona 


Shire. 

Crofts remarked that 
in 1958 the popolation was 
14,800 _and Rate Revenue 
nearly "$200.00, in 1968 the 
population had increased to 


27,500 and the Rate Reve- 
nue to $1,026,000. 
‘Near the conclusion of 


Monday's meeting Cr. Crofts 
asked present councillors 
to vacate their seats at the 
table and he invited _ex- 
councillors Harry Kim, Fred 
Rush, Wal Cresser, Alec 
Bond and Kas Jurga to once 
sit at the table. The 
other three seats were taken 
‘by relatives of late coun- 
cillors, Mrs. Mary Hearn 
and Mrs. Margaret Mcintosh 
widows of V. Hearn and S. 
McIntosh, and Miss Mary 
McIntyre, daughter of the 
late Kath Mcintyre. 
Ex-councillor and Shire 
President of last year, Mr. 
Bill Lee, was seated on the 
ium beside Cr. Crofts. 
When all were seated Cr. 


Crefts “suggested ex-coun- 
cillors formally make a 
motion. Cr. Bond moved 


that somébody go and put 
the kettle on. 

‘Mr. Rush moved a_ vote 
of thanks to the President 
and councillors for the op- 
portunity to sit at the table 
once again. 

Mr. Jurga, white-headed 
and courtly as ever, se- 
conded the motion saying 
he complimented the present 
council on its achievements. 

Mr. Kim endorsed his re- 
marks, Altona Shire’s pro- 
gress has ‘been phenomenal, 
said Mr. Kim, 

He pointed out: that the 
Shire started with a debt 
of $34,000 and now in a 
short time is to be pro- 

> claimed _a_ city. 

Mr. Rush gave an inte-| 
resting resume of events 
whieh lead to the inaugu- 
ration of Altona Shire. 

About 19 years ago a few 
residents got together to 
discuss severance from Wer- 
ribee Shire. One of the first 


men to growl .about Wer- 
ribee was Mr. Kim, said 
Mr. Rush. 


He said two years later 
a meeting was held in 
Harry Kim’s shop but it was 
learnt that Altona’s then 
population and income were 
insufficient to maintain a 
separate Shire. 

But after the coming of 
the refinery the Ratepayers 
Association was reformed at 
a meeting held in the same 


shop. The 12 men present 
included ex-councillors Lo- 
gan, Kim, Cresser and 
Rush and the fate Carl 
Beyer. 

Further meetings took 
place in the old picture 


theatre. Mr. Logan took a 
prominent part in the work 
for severance. 

Finally a referendum gave 
an- overwhelming vote in 
its favour and the Shire 
was proclaimed in 1957. 
Mr. Cresser recalled how 
there was some suggestion 





of joining up with Footscray. # 





or Williamstown — _ for- 
tunately both came to no- 
thing. 

He also spoke highly of 
three date councillors Mrs. 
McIntyre, Messrs. Hearn 
and MclIntosh. He referred 
feelingly to Mrs. McIntyre 
who though not a member 
of his political party was 
consistent in her support 
for Altona. “Sometimes she 
supported me, sometimes I 
supported her”, said Mr. 
Cresser. 


As did the others who 
had = spoken, Mr. Lee 
thanked the Council for the 
invitation. to the meeting. 

He said he is extremely 
proud of Altona and to have 
served on its council. 

All residents should fully 
support the council through- 
out the year except per- 
haps on one day — election 
day — said Mr. Lee. 


He concluded “The im- 
portant thing. is always 
Altona’’. 

Seats were once again 


vacated to allow the coun- 
cillors of the Shire to re- 
turn. ta the table for the 
conclusion of this final Shire 
meeting. 

Shire Secretary Mr. Wa- 
ters remarked that it is 28 
years ago this week that 


‘he landed his first job as 


Shire Secretary and almost 
by co-incidence there have 
been 29 councillors af the 
Shire of Altona — “Twenty 
gone and nine to go”. 

He then read out a minute 
of appreciation “For the 
fortitude and perserverance 
of all the former councillors 
and citizens who have 
helped make the municipa- 
lity”. 

Cr. Grant moved_the mi- 
nute be adopted. In recal- 
ling the days before the 
advent of the Shire he said 
thirty years ago, Altona did 
not ‘have much but it did 
have loyal citizens. Altona 
has had its share of not- 
able people and community 
minded peope ready to step 


forward and fight for Al- 
tona. 
Cr. Burns seconded the 


motion to which he gave 
whole hearted support. The 
motion was passed una- 
nimous'y.

D. K. Grant, appearing before the Se- 
nate Select Committee on Tuesday morning, 
gave evidence on the occurrence of air pollu- 


cluded ecluents (treated 
and otherwise) from all in- 
dustries. Some of these are 
a source of nutrient for the 
growth of seaweed.

After a brief period as a Shire, Altona 
is about to be advanced to a City. 

tn view of its qualifications this step 
is fitting. 


By all accepted standards Altona is 
a City except in name. It will now be- 
come added to the thirty eight cities 
in the metropolitan area. 


It will leave behind its honoured asso- 
ciation with the Shires of Melbourne — 
where though almost the smallest in 
area it was the most wealthy. 


More importantly it will no longer be 
the odd man out among the western 
suburban cities. For while Altona will 
now take its place among the metropo- 
litan cities, its greatest future will be in 
close co-operation with the western sub- 
urbs. 


At least four of these cities will be 
directly concerned with the effects of 
the new highway and bridge. And all 
of these have seen the need for con- 
certed action against the instinctive 
favouring of east of Melbourne areas. 


On its elevation to a City Altona has 
undoubtedly great present assets and 
advantages. Plans in. hand by Council 
and announced by. industry show possi- 
bilities of a great expansion over the 
next few years, . 


There are disadvantages.- Some’ of 
them will be overcome by Altona’s own> 
resources. Others are dependent on the ' 
goodwill and action of Government de- 
partmenis. 


Altona can believe it has such good: 
will. The circumstances that prevent 
positive action are known. They are not 
easily overcome but most likely will be 
if Altona’s opening years are as suc- 
cessful as they are now auspicious.

These too, were evident in 
Altona the suburb of 
Hamburg in Germany.

It was while in Germany 
the van embarrassed the 
party on an autoban. It 
broke down on the express- 
way in East Germany but 
police towed them into West 
Germany where they pitched 
camp and carried out re- 
pairs in the shadow of “The 
Wall”. Their tent was only 
10 feet from it. 


Unexpectedly in West 
Berlin Caroline crossed with 
some Russian guards.

Driving along the streets 
of Salzburg in Austria Ca- 
roline spotted another AL

The communist countries 
the party found different.

Greece did not appeal to 
Caroline, but Istanbul she 
thought fabulous. It was so

And being kind to the 
party he invited them to 
stay in a flat over his ga- 
rage, 


That was the last they 
saw of in the five 
weeks it took to allegedly 
repair the car. 


The party now _believes|P: 


the mechanic’s final charge 
included five weeks’ rent 
for the flat. 


After visiting Naples, 
Rome and Florence again 
the van refused to go. 


This time ‘a mechanic re: 
commended by the British 
Consul undertook the re- 
pairs — he re-did the five 
week: job in one day. 

By this time funds were 
running low. 


One of ‘the party ~travel- 
ling on a British passport 
sought help from the. Con- 
sul and was given a small 
sum from the British Relief 
Fund to get him to Barce- 
Jona in Spain where money 
for the party was lodged at 
the Embassy. 


_,(The British Relief Fund 
is used for getting elderly 
ladies back to England: for 
medical treatment). 

Arriving at Barcelona the 
six of them had a total of 
7 pesetas (about 10 cents) 
between them. 


And it was festival time 
with the Embassy shut for 
twa days. 

‘But what a spend up they 
did have when they collected 
the money, Which incident- 
ly had arrived at the Em- 
bassy only the day before 
not the three weeks 
earlier as had been planned. 
Just as well the party was 
behind in their schedule. 

A bullfight in Spain was 
not enjoyed — the travel. 
lers’ cheered when the bull 
struck the matador, thought 
the whole thing barbaric 
and walked out before the 
finish. . . . 

Leaving Spain they quick- 
ly went through France — 
far too dear, about a $1.50 
each to go up the Eiffel 
Tower, miserable weather 
and time running out sent 
them on to London. . 

Here they sold their 
troublesome van for the 
princely sum of £15_ sterl- 
ing — the purchaser bought 
it for the good gas stove 
inside _it. ; 

Caroline and Helen sailed 
from Australia to Europe 
last January. . 

Before the trip tothe 
Continent Caroline stayed at 
Bo'ness near Edinburgh in 
Scotland with the two sis- 
ters of her 7 year old 
great uncle, Mr. J. Dunlop 
of Queen Street, Altona. 

Mr. Dunlop has. not seen 
his sisters for sixty years. 

‘And now the members of 
the party have gone their 
separate ways. 

Last month Caroline and 
Bob flew home via Hong 
Kong where they bought lots 
of exciting goods. They are 
busily preparing for their 
wedding in January. 

Helen Logan has gone on 
to America to holiday with 
her Mother's penfriend of 
many years.

The Board of Works says that it cannot do 
anything to stop the flooding of the Merton St. 


underpass beneath the 


It says that any work to 
alleviate the flooding would 
only be a stop-gap, and it 
would be far better to run 
the road over the line at 
some future . date. 

The assistant secretary of 
the Board wrote to the Al- 
tena Council: 


“In reply to your letter 
of August 5 Jast, regarding 
flooding of fhe Merton 
Street underpass beneath the 
Geelong Railway, I have to 
advise you that although it 
can be expected that the 
Board will assume responsi- 
biity for the Laverton Creek 
at some future date, this 
watercourse does not at this 
stage, vest in the Board. 


Investigation shows that 
the two span railway bridge, 
through one span of whi 
the road passes, was origi- 
nally constructed in 1893. 
It is evident that this 
bridge, located across the 
floor of the Laverton Creek 
valley was intended solely 
as a passage for flood- 
waters under the railway. 
Permission for construction 
of the road through 
opening of the bridge struc- 
ture was granted to the 
Ceuntry Roads Board by 
the Victorian Railways De- 


partment in 1938, and at 
that time the Railways 
Structure Engineer com- 
mented in his report that 


. . it would appear that 
the roadway would be sub- 
ject to flooding and the 
road would then be thrown 
out of use temporarily’. 


“The level of the under- 
pass is such that it could 
never be freed from flood- 
ing by any gravitational 
scheme of drainage. Fur- 
ther, at the full width of 
the bridge opening, together 
with deepening of the in- 
vert, will ultimately be re- 
quired to provide sufficient 
waterway as the catchment 


area develops, it is evident! Mi 


that the present dual uses 
of the structure for traffic 
and floodway purposes will 


become increasingly incom- 
patible. 
“Any work to alleviate 


flooding would be at best 
be only a stop-gap solution, 
and at this stage the Board 
is not prepared to under- 
take works on this water- 
course. 

“As the problem of flood- 
ing was evident when the 
decision to utilize the bridge 
opening as a read under- 
pass was made, it would 
appear reasonable to assurhe 
that it was undertaken as, 
am economic but temporary 
expedient, probably fer the 
purpose of providing for the 
transport of explosives from 
Deer Park to the Truganina 
Explosives Reserve. Jt #& 
suggested that considera- 
tion should now be given to 
effecting the permanent so- 
lution to this problem by 
relocating, as 
and raising the roadway to 
pass over the railway’.

“— refer also to an ar- 
ticle which appeared in the 
Sunshine Advocate of Thurs- 
day, October 10, under the 
heading “Scheme to Beat 
Teacher Lack”. Throughout 
the western suburbs, there 
are approximately 200 teach- 
ers in high schools and 
technical schools who have 
not completed a recognized 
course of teacher training. 
The article states — 


Due to the acute short- 
age of fully qualified and 
trained teachers in__ the 
western suburbs, the Educa- 
toin Department will endea- 
vour to get former teachers 
back into the Teaching Ser- 
vice. 


The Education Department 
has sent a circular to all 
district schools to _co-ope- 
rate by supplying lists of 
suitable personnel. 


It would appear that most | 
of the women who have 
been trained as teachers 
and are prépared to return 
to teaching have already 
been found and are, in fact, 
working in our schools at 
present. It is possible that 
there are others who, if 
offered a specific course of 
re-training, would consi}>r 
returning to schools if suit- 
able appointments could be 
found for them. 


IT do not know of any 
comparable situation in the 
western world where a com- 
munity of 250,000 people is 
without a teachers’ training 
college. I hope that in the: 
planning being undertaken 
y the Education Depart- 
"ment consideration will be 
.given to the establishment 
of a teachers’ training col- 
lege in the. western sub- 
urbs, If this facility were 
‘provided, it would be more 
attractive and simpler, for 
students _—_ leaving hi 
schools in the western sub- 
urbs to undertake teacher 
training, and it would also 
assist in raising the social 
and economic level of the 
district. In the long term, 
the teachers trained at that 
college could be retained in 
the area to fill many of 
the senior position which 
the Education Department is 
unable to fill at present. 


The last subject I raise is 
the position of Aborigines 
and the assistance which 
could be given by people in 
the metropolitan area for 
Aboriginal children living 
in country areas to. visit 
the city during the holidays. 
The Western Suburbs Re- 
gional Advancement League 
has announced plans for the 
establishment of an $80,000 
hostel in the Sunshine area. 
It is planned to provide 
accommodation and educa~- 
tional facilities for sixteen 
Aboriginal youths wishing to 
live and work in the area; 
the hostel will be on similar 
lines to those planned for 
Northcote and Ballarat. 


I wish to pay tribute to 
Councillor Thomas, who was 
mayor of Sunshine last year, 
and who undertook a great 
deal of work in this regard. 
He encouraged people to 
make their homes available 
over the Christmas, - New 
Year holiday period. By 
this means, many Abori- 
ginal children from country 
areas, have been enabled 
to enjoy a holiday in the 
city, living with people in 
the western suburbs. Mem- 
bers of this House should 
congratulate many of the 
people living in the Sun- 
shine - St. Albans-Keilor area 
for their efforts in this re- 
gard.”
